Mr. Dinesh Chandra Swami. who had lost the election to 
the 7th Lok Sabha from Jaipur (6) Parliamentary Consti¬ 
tuency in the election held on January 6, 1980, has filed this 
election petition under Section 81 of the Representation 
of People Act, 1951 challenging the election of Shri Satish 
Chandra Agrawal. 

The election was challenged on the ground of several ir¬ 
regularities and illegalities committed in the counting of 
ballot papers. It was prayed that election of Non-Petitioner 
No, 1 Shri Satish Chandra Agrawal. be set aside and the 
petitioner be declared elected to the Lok Sabha from Jaipur 
Parliamentarv Constituency. The petitioner had also prayed 


for recount and scrutiny of votes of the Assembly segments 
of the whole Jaipur Parliamentary Constituency. 

The petition was decided by Hon’hle K. D.i^hurma by 
judgment dated February 22, 1983, and a di^ction was 

given that recount of the ballot papers pertaining to Hawa 
Mahal segment as a whole in the first instance be made. 
Jhe question whether recount of the ballot papers of other 
segments should be ordered or not will depend on (he re¬ 
sult of the recounting of ballot papers pertaining to Hawa 
Mahal segment. 

Shri Agiawal, non-petilioncr No. 1, aggrieved against the 
above order filed an appeal before the Supreme Cdurt, The 
Supreme Court by order dated July 24, 1984, allowed the 
appeal, set aside the order of reeount made by the High 
Court and has sent the matlep back to dispose of the elec¬ 
tion petition in accordance with law. 

The matter came up before me for the first lime on 
September 21, 1984, and the cases was fixed on October 18, 
1984, for further proceedings. On October 18, 1984, an 
anplicfiiicn was suhinitled on behalf of the petitioner and 
ilicreafter (he c.t.se adjourned from time to lime with the 
consent of both the parlies for deciding the aforesaid 
application, 

The case ultimately came up for final disposal today. Mr, 
Dallp Singh, learned counsel for the petitioner submitted 
that as 7th Ixrk Sabha ha.s dissolved, the petitioner does 
not wont to press this election petition and the same be 
dismissed as infrucliioiis. Mr. Rastogi, learned counsel for 
the Non-pelitioncr No. 1 conceded the above position and 
submitted that lie had no obicclion in dismissing the election 
petition as infructuous. 

In this election petition the only ground taken was for 
inspection and recount of ballot papers. The term of 7th 
Lok Sabha has already expired and 8th Lok Sabha has 
started functioning, this lection petition has become in¬ 
fructuous. The election petition is accordingly dismissed as 
having become infructuous. The parties arc left to bear their 
own costs.
